WOULD-BE ASSASSIN 
AT MKINLEY VAULT. 
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Private Deprend F ires at a Strange 
Man, but His Weapon is Knocked 
Aside and Clothing Cut by Another. 


story comes from Westlawn Ceme- 

tery tonight, where a company of 
regulars from Fort Wayne. Mich. Is 
guarding the vault in which the body of 
the late President McKinley lies. It is 
to the effect that the guard on duty 
on top of the vault fired a shot at one 
man who refused to heed his challenge; 
that the shot was diverted by another 
man, who appeared from another direc- 
tion, and that an effort was made to 
stab the guard. Military regulations 
prevent either the officers or the men 
of the post from being quoted on any 
matter connected with their service. 
and for this reason, Capt. Riddle, who 
is in command, was obliged to decline 
to be quoted at the camp tonight. He 
will make a full report to his superiors 
at once. Reliable authorities made the 
following statement: 

Private Deprend was on guard duty 
on top of the vault at a point com- 
manding the entrance below and the 
approach from the rear. Shortly before 
7:30 o'clock he saw what he took to be 
the face of a man peering from behind 
a tree about forty feet from his post. 
He watched it for twenty minutes, he 
says, and at 7:45 o'clock saws the man 
hurry to a tree ten feet nearer. He 
challenged the man to halt. but this 
was not heeded, and the fellow ap- 
proached nearer. Deprend leveled his 
gun and aimed to shoot for effect, but 
just at that instant, another man, who 
came toward him from the opposite 
side. caught the gun. threw it up, and 
the bullet spent in the air. 

This same man struck Deprend on 
the right side of the abdomen with a 
knife or other sharp weapon, cutting 
an “L-shaped” gash in his overcoat an 
inch and a half long each way, ania 
smaller one in his blouse. The flesh 
was not broken, but was brulsed under 
the cuts in the clothing. Deprend, in 
the struggie. fell and rolled down the 
side of the vault. 

Lieut. Ashbridge, officer of the day. 
was in front t the vault, and rushed 
teythe.top on hearing the shot, but 
of the company on hearing 
alot hurried to the vault, and, be- 
sides starching the cemetery, the guard 
was increased. 

\Deprend is a recruit enlisted in New 
York about four monthé age. He is 
sald to be an etcellent soldier, and to 
have a fin®-tecord with his officers. 
Me say® the man who attacked fim 
was marked, but that the first ene he 
saw was mot masked. He save’ the 
latter ca @ a white package in bis 
right “and something that gut- 
tered in his left. 

Since the incident, stories have been 
told In camp of some incendiary con- 
versations ‘overheard in the crowds 
that have visited the cemetery, Includ- 
ing one today, alleging that some 
stranger sald: “Lots of people would 
like to see this whole thing blown up.” 

There are seventy soldiers at the 
cemetery, twenty of whom are con- 
stantly on guard duty about the vault 
and camp. 

Lreut. Ashbridge wes on duty less 
then a hundred feet away in front of 
the vault, and is said to have reached 
the top within a few seconds after * 
heard the shot, but when he arrived 
the guard was a: the foot of the slope 
in which the vault ie bullt, where he 
rolled after the assault and the sup- 
posed prowlers Were making their es- 
cate with a good jead.

CONGRESS oF HUMAN TYPES.

Modern Swimming Feats Throw That 
of the Ancient Greek Lover in the 


Shade. 
[Chicago News:] Leander, who used 
nightly to swim Hellespont to meet 
his lady love, is probably the first long- 
swimmer of whom there is 
any definite record, though the Helles- 
pont would not be thought a very for- 
midable strait by a modern athiete, 
as it is only about a mile across. The 
strength of the current there, however, 
renders it impossible for even a boat 
to cross in a direct line, and Lord By- 
ron, who in 1810 swam the Hellespont 
in company Lieut. Ekenhead, ac- 
tually covered a distance of about four 
miles. Among the Romans, Horatius, 
who swam the Tiber after his heroic 
feat in keeping Lars Porsena and his 
army at bay, can hardly be reckoned 
r swimmers, as the 
river only about one hundred yards 

across.

e to eim the English Channel 
was in 1872, when Johnson, known as 
the “hero of London bridge,” started 
from Dover. The cold of the water, 
however, was 80 intense that he was 
Obliged to give in after a comparatively 
short distance, but he is said to have 
seven miles in sixty-five min- 
utes. next effort was that the 
famous Capt. Webb three years later. 
The first great swimming feat of Capt. 
Webb was his heroic attempt, when on 
board the Cunard liner, the Russia, to 
eave a seaman who had fallen over- 
boerd in mid-Atlantic. His next ex- 
— was his twenty-mile swim from 
lackweli to Gravesend, a distance he 
accomplished in a few minutes under 
five hours. Then on August 12, 1875, 
he made hie first att t to cross the 
channel, which ended in failure. On 
24 he n started, leaving 
Dover at 1 o’cloc A wind arose and 
the sea roughened, and only his in- 
domitable pluck enabled him to keep 
up the struggie. He finally landed at 
Calais at 10:46 m., after being in the 
water twenty-one hours and forty-five 


minutes. His success made him a pop- 
; he was greeted with the 
wil enthusiasm wherever he went, 


and unfortunately it must to some ex- 
tent be reckoned the indirect cause of 
his tragic death in 1883, in his wild at- 
tempt to swim the Niagara rapids. 
The next channel swim was by Davis 
Dalton. an American, who started from 
4 o'clock on August 17, 
. The night was cold and rainy 
and the tide drifted him considerably 
out of his course, but it was claimed 
that he was « 1 in reaching 
Folkestone at 3:30 o'clock the next day, 
having covered between fifty and sixty 
miles. Many attempts have been made 
since to swim the channel, but none 
has been wholly successful. Fisher and 
Dalton attempted to swim from Dover 
to Ramegate, a feat which Capt. Webb 
had once performed. but were unsuc- 
cessful. In 1897 Peter McNally of Bos- 
ton started from Dover at 11 o'clock, 
accompanied by a lugger. Asa suitable 
diet he chose beef extract, essence of 
ginger and chewing tobacco. By 8 
o'clock exhaustion began to set in and 
he suffered greatly from cramp: but 
he went doggedly on until he became 
delirious and his friends dragged him 
forcibly into the lugger.

BOARD OF BREVETS. 


WILL HOLD MEETING TODAY. 
(BY THE NEW, ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin announces that the board of 
brevets, recently summoned to meet at 
the War Department Monday. will de- 
vote its attention solely to the cases of 
officers and enlisted men who especially 
distinguished themselves in the cam- 
paigns in China and in the Philippines. 
It will have nothing to do with re- 
spect to the case of officers who ren- 
dered special service in the West In- 
dian campaign.

HERE are in the eight Southern 
States reached by the Southern 
Rallway, 1416 banking institutions 
capitalized at an aggregate of 7.511. 
972. The population of these eight 
States amounts to 14,852.398, which 
shows the per capita bank capital of 
the Southern States mentioned to be 
approximately 86.56. These banking- 
houses by States are divided as fol- 
lows: Alabama 113 located at sev- 
enty-one different places. Their K- 
Kregate capital amounts to $8,598,085. 
The population of the State is 1,828,697 
and the per capita banking capital is 
therefore shown to be $4.70.

IN LABOR’S DOMAIN. 
Employment Good. 


The returns from the labor organi- 
gations of New York State for the 
months of April, May and June show 
that employment was better than it 
has been in those months in any one 
of the past five years. Only 2.3 per 
cent. of unionists were idle throughout 
this quarter, as compared with 9.4 
per cent. in 1900 and 3.7 per cent. in 
1899, which wes the lowest percentage 
for the second quarter hitberto re- 
corded ‘by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. The idleness at the end of 
June, 1901, was less than it has been 
at the corresponding date in any year 
since 1897, with the single exception of 
1899, the percentage of unemployed 
members of labor unions having been 
for the day mentioned 10.9 in 1899, 20.6 
in 1900 and 11.9 in 1901. The improve- 
ment in the condition of the lador 
market in the second quarter of 1991 
| was very general, extending to nearly 


rt- | all industries; the principal exception 


was in the printing business, in which 
the quarterly percentage of idleness 
was slightly larger this year than last. 
The fact that the unemployment at 
the end of June was somewhat greater 
in 1901 than in 1899 was partly due to 
labor disputes, like the machinists’ 
strike for the nine-hour day, and 
partly to the stoppage of factories at 
that time on account of the excessive 
heat. 
The Strikers’ Ruins. 

A movement of manufacturing plants 
away from “strike areas” is one of the 
noteworthy features of the American 
steel trades labor troubles. Examples 
of such work removal are not new; 
they can be found scattered along at 
intervals during the past dosen years 
or more. But they came singly, and, 
therefore, did not teach nearly 80 
striking a lesson as the now threatened 
wholesale abandonment of towns 
which, in some instances, have thus 
deprived themselves of their sole 
means of support. In Great Britain 
trades union despotism has driven 
some industries completely out of the 
country; in the United States, as now 
foresnadowed, it will bring about @ 
new geographical distribution simply 
within the country’s own borders. But 
the teachings of the movement are es 
sentially the same in both cases, Where 
the rights of corporate bodies are no 
longer respected, and where violence 
controls a community the risks to in- 
dustrial plants are too great to war-

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 
Transportation Expenses Still Rise. 


Some of the annual reports as long 
ago as 1899 pointed out certain en- 
hancements of the cost of operation 
due to the rise in the prices of ma- 
terials and supplies and in the wages 
of labor. Chairman Thomas of the 
Erie, then president, said, for example, 
that “the year's expenses were af- 
fected in no small degree by the very 
considerable increase in the price of 
nearly all material and su~>lies used 
in the conduct of the company's busi- 
ness, particularly of iron and steel, of 
which large quantities are required.” 
A careful estimate indicated this in- 
crease to be no less than about 33 per 
cent, for the last six months of the 
fiscal year 1899. The conditions of 1900 
were similar, says the Railway Age, 
and because of these conditions some- 
what general advances in freight rates 
were established a year and a half ag,

1900. This evidence is negative. The 
positive evidence shows that, notwith- 
standing the diminished revenue train 
milenge, the cost of fuel for locomotives 
increased $465,000 and of train su~olies 
and expenses increased $55,009. 

Of equal significance are the entries 
under the head of wages. So far as 
appears the enlargement in volume. of 
business would account for only a part 
of the enhanced total cost of conduct- 
ing transportation. The comparative 
returns for the two years display an 
increase of $157.000 in the item of en- 
gine and roundhouse men, of $61,000 In 
switchmen, flagmen ani watchmen, 
and of $95,000 in station service. These 
are the principal departments of labor 
in the transportation branch. But 
every class of expenses under conduct- 
ing transportation save three ran up 
larger totals last year than the year 
before. All things considered, this does 
not suggest loorencss of management, 
but better average rewards for labor 
than in earlier years. The company. 
all told, paid for labor directly em- 
ployed in its service, $15,916,000 in 1901, 
as compared with $15,502,000 in 1900.

ENTICED TO BE SHOT. 

Charles Curry Murdered by Charies 

Hudspeth, Who Caused His Wife to 

Write and Summon the Former.

“The stupendous fact in Christianity 
is the Incarnation of God in the person 
of Jesus Christ. All divine teaching 


centers upon this supreme fact, and 
finds its interpretation in the person 
of Jesus.

As to the claim advanced by the 
labor leaders, most of whom are for- 
eigners, or American only in the sec- 
ond generation, that the labor unions 
have been the potent agency in ad- 
vancing wages, Mr. Irish denied the 
premise. He showed that we had the 
highest wages in the world when we 
were colonies of Great Britain, and 
have continued to advance wages as 
the production of labor has increased 
by the use of labor-aiding machinery. 
Even granting that wages have been 
somewhat advanced by union organt- 
zation, that advance has been more 
than discounted by the economic 
losses caused by the industrial wars 
declared by the walking delegates 
and labor leaders. A conservative es- 
timate of the loss to California by the 
existing strike is $20,000,000. The 
policy of these leaders is to make 
themselves necessary, by inciting 
strikes and making demands. They 
have found it necessary to have for- 
eign material in the unions in order 
to control them. In New Jersey 52 
per cent. of the members of the unions 
are foreigners. In IIIInois 68 per cent. 
are foreigners. In New York a ma- 
jority are foreigners. Mr. Furuseth, 
head of the San Francisco Water 
Front Federation, has recently stated 
that 60 per cent. of the members of 
his union are foreigners, not citizens 
of the United States, and only 5 per 
cent. of them married. 

One of the worst features of the

have been better. Although the clouds 
lowered in the morning and the 
weather was unpropitious, by noon 
the sky had cleared and a crisp ten- 
knot breeze was biowing from the 
south west. Yachting experts pro- 
nounced it an ideal day for the most 
fascinating of all Sports. 

THE START. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock the third gun, 
which was the signal for starting, 
was fired from the Terminal Island 
pier and the fleet was off. The course 
was en eleven-mije one, starting at 
the Terminal Island pier and irom 
there one mile and a half west around 
the San Pedro bell-buoy, thence, five 
and a half miles east to the Long

APPLE-PACKING BEGUN, 
LOMPOC, Sept. 28.--[From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] Three 


apple-packing houses have opened up 
for business and are running about 
seven hands each. Simpson & Hack 
are well along with their work and 
have begun shipping. Porter Bros. 
have secured some of the best crops in 
the valley. Rivers Bros. also have 
several thousand boxes contracted for. 
Five years ago all the apples that 
were shipped out from this place the 
farmers themselves boxed, hauled nine 
miles to surf or twelve miles to the 
wharf, and shipped on their own re- 
sponsibility. Sometimes they received 
net $10 or $15 ner ton; sometimes they 


got enough to pay the freight and for 
the boxes; sometimes the receipts went 
the other way. Four years ago a Los 
Angeles firm established here a pack- 
ing-houge for apples from September 
to December,-and in that year this 
firm handled nearly the entire output 
of the valley. Interest in Lompoc ap- 
ples has steadily increased till this 
year there are thiee different firms 
boxing and shipping apples from this 
market, and the farmers are receiv- 
ing $25 for the apples delivered at 
the houses in town. The total crop 
this year is estimated at 30,000 boxes.

MISSIONARY MEETING. 

The last general meeting of the con- 
ference was held last night. and, as 
at the morni meeting, the house was 
densely pack The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Rev. Dr. George B. Smythe, 
assistant secretary of the general mis- 
sionary board of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, with headquarters at 
Philadelphia. Dr. Smythe was for sev- 
enteen years president of the Anglo- 
Chinese College in Foo Chow, China. 

Be said that in the past twelve 
months China had been abused and 
misrepresented. He denied that the 
Boxer uprising in Northern China was 
in any sense due to the missionaries. 
He referred in scathing terms to the 
confiscation of territory by the French, 
German, Russian and British govern- 
ments. He thought a man would be 


strangely constituted who would say 


the Chinaman had no grievance. 
peaking of an outrage committed 
against China by the French, some 
years ago, he declared it was without 
cause, and France never apologized. 

“Down there in Massachusetts, on 
Cape Cod.“ said Dr. Smythe, “is land 
not worth 10 cents a square mile, and 
if any foreigner were to land upon it 
there would be a declaration of war, 
but the Chinese are expected to do 
nothing but mediate upon the supe- 
riority of western nations, 

“Here is the fountain head of all the 
Boxer uprisings. Whatever else may 
have had to do with it. the immediate 
cause was these seizures of territory 
and these base and causeless murders 
of Chinamen. 

“You must remember that all mis- 
sionaries and all natives are not hap- 
pily endowed. Most or the missionaries 
are tactful and kind, and are looked 
upon as the best friends of the Chinese, 
but I would not wish to convey the 
idea that they are all so. Some of 
them are labeled all over as they walk 
along the streets, King of the Earth.” 

The speaker cited many instances to 
show the confidence of the Chinese 
rulers in the missionaries, among them 
the appointment by the Emperor of a 
Presbyterian missionary be head of 
the new educational sysfem. He also 
mentioned the appointment of Metho- 
dist and Baptist missionaries to places 
of importance. 

“I do not hesitate to say.“ continued 
the speaker, that when all this tur- 
moll and strife is over, the one insti- 
tution of western civilization that will 
come unscathed from it all, is the 


Dr. Smythe gave an interesting de- 
acription of the largest in 
China, a Methodist church 
Chow, in which, with the single ex- 
ception of one lady. who is a class 
leader, there was not an officer, teacher, 
or preacher who had the slightest part 
to do in the management, who was not 
a full-blooded Chinaman.

Dr. Smythe met a Chinaman in Foo 
Chow, who sald tohim: “When you get 
tired asking everybody for a dollar 
come to me and I'll give you a check 
for all of it.” 

“There are colleges not far from Los 
Angeles, the presidents of which wou'd 
be glad to meet a Chinaman like that.“ 
said the speaker. 

“The reason so many missionaries 
were killed by the Boxers was because 
there were no other foreigners to kill. 
Im sure if you had been there you 
would have been treaetd with fine im- 
partiality. 

“One of the saddest things that has 
befallen the missionaries is the fact 
that in the death of President MeKin- 
ley they have lost their best, their tru- 
est, their noblest friend. No mieston- 
ary was in danger of suffering injus- 
tice so long as he lived.”
